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Military ban 

likely to stay 
Gates says 

Reuters 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates told thousands of sail- 
ors aboard the USS Abraham 
Lincoln on Monday that he 
was not especially hopeful 
that Congress would lift a ban 
on gays serving openly in the 
military by year’s end. 

Gates, speaking to the 
5,000-member crew at an “all- 
hands call” aboard the aircraft 
carrier, noted that Congress 
has only about two weeks left 
to act on the legislation. 

‘Td have to say I’m not par- 
ticularly optimistic that they’re 
going to get this done,” Gates 
said during a question-and- 
answer session. “I would hope 
that they would.” 

The military’s “Don’t Ask, 

Don’t Tell” policy bars gays 
from serving openly in the 
military but allows them to 
serve in the armed forces as 
long as they keep their sexual 
orientation secret. 

Repeal of the ban has been 
one of President Obama’s 
policy priorities, and the 
Department of Defense con- 
ducted a study over the past 
year to determine how best 
to handle lifting the ban. The 
study recommended an ag- 
gressive education program 
and training for members of 
the U.S. armed forces. 

Big gains by Republicans 
in the Nov. 2 elections have 
raised doubts about wheth- 
er Obama can muster the 
votes to end the ban once the 
new Congress takes office 
in January. That has raised 
pressure for its passage in 
the last weeks of the current 
Congress. 

The visit was Gates’ first to a 
deployed aircraft carrier con- 
ducting combat operations. 

SOUND FAMILIAR?

Prop 8 battleground 

California’s ban on same-sex marriages goes to court— again

SAN FRANCISCO A three-judge appellate panel 
considering whether to allow gay marriage to 
resume in California on Monday sharply ques- 
tioned both sides of the case, which many expect 
to be appealed to the Supreme Court and to set 
national policy 

The 9th Circuit Court of Appeals judges have 
been asked to discard a lower court ruling that 
the state’s 2008 Proposition 8 ban on same-sex 
marriage violates constitutional guarantees of 
equality and due process. 

But first the court must decide whether the 
backers of the Proposition 8 ban have the right 
to defend it after the California governor and at- 
torney general declined to do so. 


Judges questioned whether anyone other than 
the named state officials had such a legal right, 
but some on the panel also seemed frustrated 
with the idea that by declining to defend a popu- 
larly approved ballot measure the governor and 
attorney general in effect could veto it. 

“That does not seem to be consistent with 
the initiative system,” Circuit Judge Stephen Re- 
inhardt said in court during the first half of the 
hearing. 

California voters, with a reputation for social 
liberalism, shocked the country in 2008 when 
they narrowly approved the Proposition 8 ban 
on gay marriage only months after the top state 
court opened the door to same-sex weddings. 

More than 40 states have outlawed such 


unions, but the California challenge could shape 
the nation if the Supreme Court decides to re- 
view the appeals court decision. 

A lower court struck down the ban earlier this 
year, ruling that marriage is a fundamental con- 
stitutional right and that the defenders of the 
ban showed no justifiable reason for limiting the 
institution to opposite-sex couples. 

The ruling is on hold, though, while under ap- 
peal. 

California Attorney General— and governor- 
elect— Jerry Brown declined to defend the ban, 
and U.S. District Court Chief Judge Vaughn 
Walker questioned whether proponents of the 
ban had the legal right to defend it in the 9th 
Circuit U.S. Court of Appeals.

Not all CTA riders 
enjoy cell sounds 

Certain sounds are familiar on the CTA: 
the ping before the announcement that a 
train is stopping because it is waiting for 
signal clearance, the ding of a bus stop 
request. 

Now another sound on the CTA is 
creating buzz: cell phone music. Going 
Public has been fielding complaints 
recently about riders scrolling through 
their ringtones list or playing music videos on their cell phones with- 
out earbuds. 

“Why do some idiot cell phone users on the CTA feel the need 
to play music through their crappy cell phone speaker?” rider James 
Catalano posted last week on Going Public’s CTA complaint forum, 
getsatisfaction.com/goingpublic. “^u may have a fancy ‘smart’ 
phone, but you’re brain dead if you can’t use headphones.” 

The cell tone problem is likely to get worse. The CTA announced 
last month that Sprint/Nextel is set to begin providing cell phone ser- 
ATice in the Red and Blue line subways next year. Five other major cell 
phoneproviders— AT&T, Verizon Wireless, U.S. Cellular, T-Mobile 
and Cricket— already offer that service. 

Two out of three CTA riders use their cell phones while they’re on 
the system, a recent Northwestern University sxxrvey of 336 Red and 
Purple line riders found. About 44 percent of respondents said they 
use audio and/or video electronics while they ride the CTA. 

And it shows. As Going Public rode the No. 84-Peterson bus last 
week for the weekly “Rider’s Block” feature, across the aisle, a tween 
girl played her ringtone list for her two friends. The bus concert, 
which lasted about half an hotxr, included Beyonce and Miley Cyrus. 
But this was no party in the USA. 

For its part, CTA bus announcements warn users to be courteous 
when talking on their cell phones, and signs remind riders not to “yell 
on their cell.” 

But perhaps the CTA shotxld update its antiquated “no radio 
playing” announcements to emphasize “no cell phone music” on the 
system. 

Maybe if the agency added a ringtone to the announcement, it 
would get riders’ attention.

Choose your pad carefully— the people 
next door could be a real nightmare

When Lauren Cooney lived in her Raven- 
swood apartment a few years ago, she didn’t 
need an alarm clock. 

She knew she would be awake at ii p.m. 
and 6 a.m. every day, because that’s when 
her upstairs neighbors would be the noisiest, 

Cooney said. 

“They were having extremely loud sex sev- 
eral times a week. It was like clockwork,” said 
Cooney, 25. Their interactions outside of the 
bedroom weren’t much better, she added. “It 
sounded like they were literally jumping on 
the floor with a pogo stick.” 

But Cooney said she didn’t want to go 
through the hassle of confronting her neigh- 
bors, whom she bumped into only occasion- 
ally So she gritted her teeth for nearly a year 
before moving into an Edgewater condo, 
where she lives today (in silence because she 
can’t hear her neighbors). 

“The whole thing was, frankly, kind of em- 
barrassing. I debated writing them a letter, 
but I didn’t want to embarrass them,” Cooney 
said. “It was something I unfortunately grew 
used to.” 

With winter arriving, Chicagoans are set- 
tling into their new apartments, homes and 
condos after fall moving season, and they’re 
learning more about their neighbors. Some- 
times, it isn’t pretty 

Real estate agents who talked to RedEye 
said that when it comes to their neighbors, 
city residents sound off on everything from 
pets barking next door to boisterous parties 
to improper trash disposal. 

But there’s hope on the horizon. A rent.com survey of 1,000 Americans released 
this month found 36 percent of homeowners and 43 percent of renters admit to being 
friendlier to their neighbors during the holidays. Of those renters with holiday cheer, 
half send cards or gifts to their neighbors while 15 percent invite them to holiday par- 
ties, according to the survey 

Until then, RedEye consulted with Joshua Novy a real estate agent with Keller Wil- 
liams Realty in the West Loop, and Maurice Ortiz, of Apartment People in Lakeview, 
for tips on how to deal with problematic neighbors. tswartz@tribune.coivi

Is it concrete? Is it wood? Concrete 
is better. Lofts tend to be less 
soundproof. 

» Look for water damage in the ceil- 
ing. Wet or warped tile could be a sign 
of upstairs neighbor plumbing issues, 
and tenants should move on. 


» If you want to live on the bottom or 
middle floor of a building, check out 


the mailbox for the upstairs neigh- 
bors. The more people on the box, the 
more people there are to be going up 
and down the stairs every night.

» Look for clues in the backyard. 
Unkempt backyards equal messy 
neighbors. 

»Talk to other people in the building. 
Ask them if there are any problem 
neighbors. 

» Drive by at night. If you hear 
screaming, you probably want to 
keep looking.

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30K Cuban 
cigars seized 
at O’Hare in 
two weeks

U.S. customs officials say they’ve seized 
30,000 Cuban cigars shipped from Europe 
to O’Hare in the past two weeks and are in- 
specting another 70,000 they also suspect 
are from Cuba. 

The flood of the “popular contraband” is 
the biggest the Customs and Border Pro- 
tection’s Chicago held office has seen, of- 
ficials said. The office typically seizes 10 to 
12 cigars a week at the O’Hare mail facility 

It’s illegal to import any Cuban product 
into the U.S. without a license from the U.S. 
Treasury Department. 

“Our officers stationed at {Customs and 
Border Protection] mail facilities routinely 
discover and seize a variety of contraband 
arriving from all over the world, but this is 
the first time in Chicago we have seen this 
level of activity involving illegal cigars,” said 
David Murphy director of field operations 
for the Chicago field office. 

Customs officers have confirmed that 
30,000 cigars are of Cuban origin and still 
are sorting through 70,000, said Brian Bell, 
a Customs spokesman. 

The seized cigars will be destroyed, of- 
ficials said. 

One Chicago cigar aficionado was agape 
when he heard the sheer number of cigars 
seized in recent weeks. 

“Wow!” said Neil Mehra, who has owned 
Hubbard & State Cigar Shop for more than 
a decade. 

Asked why Cuban cigars are so prized, 
Mehra said the climate and soil in Cuba 
are perfect for growing tobacco. Plus, he 
added, Cubans just know how to roll a cigar. 

“I mean they make the best cigars be- 
cause they’ve been making cigars for hun- 
dreds and hundreds of years,” Mehra said. 

Officials attribute the past two weeks’ 
influx to changes in U.S. Transportation Se- 
curity Administration regulations after two 
packages from ^men were intercepted 
Oct. 29 as they were being shipped to syna- 
gogues in Chicago.

Changing of the guard 

Toni Preckwinkle sworn in as first female Cook County Board president

Newly installed Cook County Board Presi- 
dent Toni Preckwinkle pledged Monday to 
eliminate the remaining half-cent-on-the- 
dollar sales tax increase by January 2013. 

Although next year’s budget proposal 
won’t include any further sales tax reduc- 
tion, Preckwinkle said she would lower it 
by a quarter-cent-on-the-doUar in 2012 and 
again in 2013. 

“We are going to make the government 
less expensive and more effective,” she said. 

She made the pledge minutes after being 
sworn in, which brought an end to the con- 
troversial single term of former Board Presi- 
dent Todd Stroger. 

The board assented to Stroger’s request 
in February 2008 to raise the county portion 
of the sales tax by i percentage point— from 


0.75 percent to 1.75 percent. After a major 
public backlash, the board agreed in Decem- 
ber 2009 to override Stroger’s veto and to 
roll back half of the increase. That cut took 
effect July i. 

The county portion of the sales tax 
stands at 1.25 percent. If Preckwinkle forges 
ahead with her plan, the county sales tax 
would drop to i percent in 2012 and back to 
0.75 percent in 2013. 

Preckwinkle handily won a four-candidate 
Democratic primary in February She went 
on to win the general election and become 
the first female elected as county board 
president. 

A smiling Preckwinkle, wearing a blue 
suit, noted she began her campaign for the 
office two years ago. She thanked her hus- 
band, Zeus, and her two adult children, Kyle 


and Jennifer, for their support. 

She also warned that the first budget 
will be difficult, with cuts of more than 
$480 million expected. 

“No one will be absolved, and no one will 
be alone,” Preckwinkle said of the budget 
cuts to come. “We will meet this challenge 
together.” 

Throughout her campaign, most notably 
in a commercial featuring penny-pinching 
Founding Father Ben Franklin, Preckwinkle 
promised to eliminate the rest of the sales 
tax hike during her first term. 

She also said she will accept the resigna- 
tions of as many as two dozen people who 
held executive posts under Stroger and serve 
at the pleasure of the county’s top elected 
leader. More changes are expected in com- 
ing weeks, she said.

Police expand use of lasers

A new report shows that Chicago police used Tasers 
to subdue nearly 700 offenders in 12 recent months, a 
dramatic increase that reflects the department’s deci- 
sion earlier this year to expand its use of the weapons. 

In a wide-ranging annual report issued Monday, 
the Independent Police Review Authority, which in- 
vestigates serious accusations of police misconduct, 
said the increased use of the sometimes-controversial 
electrical devices has not generated many complaints. 


however. 

As a result, the agency said it has decided against 
investigating every time an officer uses a Taser, say- 
ing the hundreds of incidents were “overwhelming” 
its resources. Instead, it will do so only if allegations 
of misconduct are made, serious injury or death re- 
sulted, or a minor or senior citizen was targeted. 

According to the report, officers used Tasers on 683 
occasions in the year ended Sept. 30, up sharply from 
197 in 2009 and 163 in 2008. 


Rahm’s renter 
drops out 
of mayor race

The businessman renting mayoral candidate Rahm 
Emanuel’s house withdrew from the Chicago may- 
or’s race Monday just hours before a hearing to de- 
cide whether he could be on the ballot. 

Rob Halpin issued a statement saying “the reali- 
ties of entering the race at this relatively late stage, 
including the financial and legal hurdles I’d have to 
leap in order to win, have forced me to reassess my 
intention to run at this time.” 

Halpin’s impromptu candidacy had been in doubt all along and became 
more questionable after disclosures about the legitimacy of his candidacy 
petitions. Election law requires 12,500 valid signatures of Chicago voters 
to get on the ballot. 

Halpin submitted about 17,000, but the Tribune reported last week 
that a number of people allegedly involved in the signature-gathering pro- 
cess said their names were used without their knowledge. 

Election lawyer Burt Odelson met with Halpin over the weekend to 
go over Halpin’s witness testimony for a hearing challenging Emanuel’s 
residency It was then that Halpin asked him to file the paperwork with- 
drawing his mayoral candidacy Odelson said. 

Emanuel faces a ballot challenge claiming that he does not meet the res- 
idency requirements of living in Chicago for a year before the election be- 
cause the former White House chief of staff had rented his home to Hal- 
pin. The Chicago businessman first made news this faU when he declined 
Emanuel’s request to end his lease early so Emanuel could move back in. 

A schedule was set at Monday’s hearing on challenges to knock Emanu- 
el off the Eeb. 22 ballot. Witnesses will be called, likely including Emanuel, 
starting Monday Halpin also is expected to appear as a witness. Other 
evidence and documents also will be presented next week.

NEW YORK AT&T’s customer satisfaction rating tum- 
bled this year, ranking dead last among U.S. wireless 
carriers, according to a Consumer Reports survey released 
Monday 

The nation’s second-largest wireless network received 
the worst possible rating in eight of the nine categories the 
magazine studied, including overall value, voice service, 
data service, phone service, staff knowledge and resolution 
of issues, among others. 

Readers gave AT&T an overall score of just 6o out of loo, 
which is six points below its score a year ago and nine points 
below its nearest-ranked competitor, T-Mobile. 

The report noted that AT&T “is now the worst carrier,” 
and is the only wireless network with scores that dropped 
“significantly” over last year. 

More than half of the AT&T customers surveyed own 
an iPhone, and the survey found that iPhone owners were 
“much less satisfied” with AT&T than other smart phone 
owners were with their carrier. 

IPhone owners were particularly dissatisfied with 
AT&T’s data service. 

AT&T said it is working on solutions. 

“We take this seriously and we continually look for new 
ways to improve the customer experience,” said Fletcher 


END OF AN ERA?

Is about to lose Its exclusive 
hold on the IPhone at the end 
of the year, and that Verizon 
will start selling the IPhone be 
ginning In early 2011.

Rest assured that next summer, in some tiny Santa 
Monica, Calif., gym. Derrick Rose and Russell West- 
brook will remember Monday night. 

They’ll replay it not for fun but for fuel in the 
countless offseason workouts they share.

Westbrook drew gasps from the sellout crowd of 
21,184 with one spinning drive and three-point play 
Rose finished with ii points, nine assists and two 
steals. Westbrook managed 15 points and seven assists 
but turned it over six times. 

“Outside of the guys on my team. Derrick’s my 
favorite in the league,” Kevin Durant said. “He’s so 
quick and athletic. I always enjoy watching him play” 
Westbrook and Rose entered the game first and 
second in the NBA, respectively, in combined points/ 
rebounds/assists average at 38.4 and 38.2. Their all- 
around play sparked pregame talk of this being the 
golden age of point guards. 

“They are many similarities— the way they attack, 
their aggressiveness, their speed and quickness are 
very similar,” Bulls coach Tom Thibodeau said.
